YO YON-KU DISCUSSES KIM TAE-CHUNG DETENTION

[Text] Pyongyang, Feb 10 (KCNA)--Yo Yon-ku, director of the Secretariat of 
the Central Committee of the Democratic Front for the Reunification of the 
Fatherland [DFRF], on February 9 met home and foreign reporters at the 
People's Palace of Culture here in connection with the continued detention 
and persecution of Kim Tae-chung by the South Korean puppets. 


A portrait of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song was hung on the background 
of the platform of the news conference. 


It was attended by reporters of NODONG SINMUN, the Korean Central News Agency, 
The Radio and Television Broadcastinz Committee of the DPRK, and other press 


organs in Pyongyang, foreign correspondents and press officials of foreign 
embassies in the city. 


Director of the secretariat Yo Yon-ku noted that the South Korean military 
fascist clique, remaining deaf to the protest and denunciation at home and 
abroad, was illegally keeping the democratic figure Mr Kim Tae-chung in 
prison, subjecting him to inhuman persecution. 


Recalling that Mr Kim Tae-chung was taken back to prison by the Chon Tu-hwan 
military fascist clique on May 18, 1980, she said that he has since been 
undergoing unspeakable sufferings behind bars. 


Pointing out that the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist clique was getting more 
beastly in their inhuman persecution and suppression of Mr Kim Tae-chung, 
she continued: 


The fascist hangmen have completely severed his contact with the outer world 
by locking him up in a solitary cell called "the prison inside the prison" 
surrounded with an unusually high wall. Though he is seriously ill after 
the brutal tortures inflicted upon him by the fascist hangmen, they do not 
allow him even to get medical treatment commonly allowed to the prisoners. 


Mr. Kim Tae-chung's physical life itself is hanging by a thread now. 








All the people of conscience find it hard to repress Sasignation at these 
sufferings of Mr Kim Tae-chung today. 


He had committed no "crime™ deserving this torturous prison life and there 
is no ground to condemn him to life imprisonment. 


Totally illegal are all the persecution and suppression to which he is sub- 
jected. This only discloses the brutality, viciousness and ferocity of the 
military fascist dictatorship of the Chon Tu-hwan group bent on crushing 
the patriotic democratic forces in South Korea and gratifying its desire for 
long-term office. 


Recalling that the Chon Tu-hwan group imposed a penalty upon him on the charge 
of “pro-communism"™ and “plot of rebellion,” director of the secretariat 
Yo Yon-ku said: 


Whatever charges they may impose upon Mr Kim Tae-chung, branding him as a 
“pro-communist," a “plotter of a rebellion," and so forth, their ill-advised 
drama can deceive or convince no one. 


It is a well known fact that Mr Kim Tae-chung is neither a communist nor a 
follower of communism. 


He is a democrat and a devoted Catholic who conducted lawful political activities 
for the democratisation of the South Korean society and the peaceful re wnifi- 
cation of the country. 


Even Pak Chong-hui who hated him as a thorn in the flesh, regarding him as his 
biggest political adversary, dared not "indict" him as a “pro-communist,” 
though the notorious “anti-communist law" and "national security law" were 
available. 


It is also a sheer fabrication that Mr Kim Tae-chung “plotted a rebellion.” 


Pointing out that the Chon Tu-hwan clique are subjecting even the family of 
Mr Kim Tae-chung to indescribable persecution, not to mention him in prison, 
she stressed: Chon Tu-hwan who does not hesitate to massacre fellow country- 
men and plunge the land into a sea of blood for gratifying his greed for 
power and leaves no stone unturned in his bid to get rid of his political 
adversaries is a murderer and fascist tyrant more truculent and cruel than 
the defunct dictator. 


it is ridiculous indeed for such a fellow to raise a fuss over a “peaceful 
unification" through “general elections," talking about "democracy," she 
said, and continued: 


The Kim Tae-chung case was, by origin, a product of conspiracy between the 
South Korean people and their American and Japanese patrons. 








The Kim Tae-chung issue is not a problem confined to the fate of an individual 
democrat of South Korea but a problem related to the democratisation of the 
South Korean society and, furthermore, to the peaceful reunification of Korea 
and world peace. 


Recalling that a vigorous struggle for the rescue of Kim Tae-chung was waged 
not only among the Korean people at home and abroad, but also among progres- 
sive figures and broad political and public circles of the world in the 
past, she said: 


It Mr Kim Tae-chung is to be rescued, a broader movement against the repres- 
sive rule of the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist clique and for his release 
should be conducted, first of all, among all the Koreans at home and abroad. 


In particular, the South Korean people of all walks of life and personages 

of all circles should wage a more energetic struggle of various forms for the 
acquittal of Mr Kim Tae-chung suffering in prison and guarantee of his freedom 
of political activities, I think. 


The South Korean fascist clique must no longer detain guiltless Mr Kim Tae-chung 
but immediately and unconditionally release him as unanimously demanded by 
the entire Korean people and the world people. 


The puppets should know that if they keep detaining and persecuting Mr Kim Tae-chung, 
ingoring public opinion at home and abroad, they will get nothing good at all. 


fhe U.S. and Japanese authorities are also to blame for the present lot of 

Mr Kim Tae-chung. If the U.S. authorities are truly concerned about the human 
rights and democracy in South Korea, they should exercise their influence for 
the free political activities of the South Korean democrat Mr Kim Tae-chung. 


The Japanese authorities in particular should bend due efforts to rescue him 
and have his original status reinstated, since it has to assume unavoidable 
responsibility for the Kim Tae-chung issue as unanimously pointed out by 
world opinion. 


We hope that a wholesale campaign will be launched in all countries to build up 
public opinion for denouncing the violation of human rights of Mr Kim Tae-chung 
and bruta( fascist persecution of him by the Chon Tu-hwan clique, landing the 
military fascist “regime” in utter isolation and having Mr Kim Tae-chung 
acquitted and, at the same time, steps will be taken for severing political and 
economic relations with the South Korean puppets. 


It would be an effective step to send an international reporters group to South 
Korea to probe into the truth of the Kim Tae-chung case and bring it to light, 
she noted, and said: We expect that the journalists at home and abroad will 
more powerfully wield the pen of justice to thoroughly isolate the Chon Tu-hwan 
fascist clique, the strangler of human rights and human butcher, realise the 
democratization of the South Korean society and the peaceful reunification of 
Korea and relieve Mr Kim Tae-chung from the clutches of the fascist clique.

BAHRAIN BACKS SOUTH KOREAN PEACE INJ”-IATIVE

{Text} Manama, Bahrain, Feb 9 (YONHAP)--Bahraini Foreign Minister Shaykh 
Muhammad Ibn Mubarak al Khalifah Tuesday expressed his support of Korean 
President Chon Tu-hwan's initiative for the peaceful reunification of the 
Korean peninsula, and his hope that North Korea would show a positive 
response. 


The Bahraini minister made the remarks during a meeting in his office with 
Kim Song-chin, president-publisher of Korea's YONHAP News Agency, who is on a 
tour of the Arab Gulf states. 


Shaykh Muhammad described North Korea's approach to the Korean question as 
“one-way traffic," and said Seoul's stand has met with increasing acceptance 

in recent years at international forums including the nonaligned nations’ 
conference. "The picture of Korea in the Third World movement has been greatly 
changed over the last five years. It has changed in favor of South Korea,” 

he said. 


"I believe the Korean question should be resolved through dialogue by the Koreans 
themselves, without external interference. The prospects for the peaceful 
solution of the Korean question are dim as long as the present North Korean 
president remains in power. But one day they (North Koreans) will realize 

that cooperation, rather than confrontation, is the way to deal with South 
Korea," the Bahraini minister said. 


Shayka Muhammad commended the performance of South Korean workers and business- 
men in the Arab Gulf region, including Bahrain, and said that bilateral coopera- 
tion in several fields, including trade, would continue to grow between 

South Korea and his country, since a solid groundwork has been iaid for such 
relations. 


He said that the news exchange agreement signed Monday by the Korean News 

Agency and the Manama-based Gulf News Agency is an effective means of promoting 
greater understanding and mutual knowledge between the two countries, and that 
it would give an additional momentum to the existing ties of cooperation between 
South Korea and the Arab Gulf states. 


Shaykh Muhammad also voiced the hope that he could accept his Korean counterpart's 
standing invitation to visit Korea. Exchanges of visits by leading personalities 
would substantially contribute to expanding mutual cooperation and under- 
standing, he added.
